The 
fcuilding was riddled with feullets and 
stones, anil it -was only -by the hardest

Aiter the pil- 
laelng of the saloou dnmkenucss was 
an actded feature of the riot. At 11 
o'clock members of the mob broke 
through a cordon of police and set. 
flre to a bouse in the "jungles" which
